Guthrie, Okla., April 9.—Thp anti­ 
gambling bill 'came from the senate’s 
judiciary committee today with a rec 
ommendation that the senate agree to 
all of the house changes except that 
making it a misdemeanor to play pro­ 
gressive euchre, bridge whist and oth­ 
er such games for money prizes. 
Senator Graham of Marietta drove 
the report through, after spirited de­ 
bate, during which he referred to the 
provision adopted by the house as 
being frivolous, and he objected to 
“placing ladies who indulge in a harm­ 
less game in their parlors on the same 
plane with gamblers who ought to be 
sent to the penitentiary for violation 
of the law.” 
Senator Roddie, author of the bill, 
held that gambling in the parlor was 
as bad as when committed in any 
other place and that the foundation of 
gambling was sometimes laid by social 
parlor games. 
He charged that the 
desire was to throw the bill into con­ 
ference between the two houses for 
the purpose of killing it The senate 
adopted the committee report and sent 
a message to the house requesting it 
to recede from the amendment 
The 
house took the position as expressed 
by Mr. Vandeventer that “gambling is 
gambling,” and refused to do so by a 
vote of 44 to 41. 
The senate recommended for pas­ 
sage the bill by Senator Davis for the 
distribution of the income from land 
section thirteen among the seven edu­ 
cational 
institutions. 
The 
fund 
amounts to $104,310. While the friends 
of some of the schools were clamoring 
for a greater division than the bill 
promised, Senator Cunningham (Re­ 
publican) suggested that the appoint­ 
ment was 
only 
temporary, 
as 
he 
thought the state would soon settle 
upon a well defined policy as to the 
educational institutions. 
He believed 
the state would reach the idea of one 
large central school which could be 
maintained with economy and efflcien- 
i cy. 
The state, he said, would need 
3,000 teachers to equip the common 
schools, thus making the present nor­ 
mals necessary, but the future policy 
would be to centralize these under 
the immediate direction of the chief 
educational institution. 
Some of the 
senators 
expressed 
themselves against many normals. Sen­ 
ator Blair said the legislature must 
get away from the idea of placing an 
educational institution at every man’s 
door, but he favored good schools 
to meet the educational demands of 
the state. He and Senator Wynne de­ 
fended the division for the state uni­ 
versity. 
The senate also commended for pas­ 
sage the bill by Senator Stafford es­ 
tablishing a board of directors for 
the practicing of chiropractics. 
This 
is a science rating illness by backbone 
adjustment and manipulation. A fight 
was made against the bill by the med­ 
ical members of the senate. 
The house passed finally the sched­ 
ule of fees for constables and jus­ 
tices of the peace by Mr. O’Neil and 
Mr. Skeen. 
The fish and game bill, 
which it killed several weeks ago, and 
reconsidered, was killed again today. 
A long petition was presented in the 
senate from school land lessees of Co­ 
manche county against the passage of 
Senator 
Billups’ 
resolution, offering 
prizes for the best solution for the 
state in dealing with Its public land 
question. The pettton complained that 
the value of $100,000,000 placed by 
Senator 
Billups 
was 
outrageously 
high and that to adopt the resolution 
would be an admission that* the legis­ 
lature was incapable of enacting laws.

Shawnee, Ok., April 9.—Will John­ 
son, the negro who entered a plea of 
guilt} to the charge of murdering 
Mrs. Mary Cuppy on Feb. 28, and who 
was given the death penalty by a 
jury Monday, will be the first man le­ 
gally executed by the state since ad­ 
mitted to the union.

PRIVILEGE GRANTED T. M. DAVIS 
BY EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT. 


Only American Allowed to Make Ex­ 
cavations 
in 
Quest 
of 
Royal 
Resting-Places—-Interesting 
Things Revealed. 


Boston.—The problem of a wealthy 
business man cf how to occupy his 
time after retiring has been happily 
solved by Theodore M. Davis of New 
York and Newport. 
Mr. Davis has spent hi3 winters for 
the past five years in conducting exca­ 
vation i anions the tombs of the kings 
near Thebes, in Egypt. His summers 
are spent at his villa in Newport, the 
Reef. 
Here an interviewer found him not 
long ago. He was then preparing for 
his annual trip to Egypt, to which he 
is now en route, to begin his sixth sea- 
con of research. 
In a drawing room cabinet in Mr. 
Davis’ house was an exquisite Egyptian 
relic, an alabaster heal of one of the 
ancient queens cf Egypt, which formed 
1 part of his treasure trove last season. 
Before sailing for Europe, en his 
way to Eg} pi, Mr, Davis sent this 
treasure to the Metropolitan museum 
of art in New York, where it is now on 
'•exhibition, 
The head is that of Queen Thy, and 
13 one of the four that were found in 
her tomb. 
It represents the art of 
Egypt 3,790 years ago, and is one of 
tho rarest specimens of its kind ever 
found. 
The heads formed the orna­ 
mentation cf four canopic jswrs found 
in the tomb. 
Although the tomb cf 
Queen Thy contained no jewelry, the 
finding of these four heads was con- 
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sidered sufficient reward for aq* entire 
winter’s search. 
Mr. Davis is the only American en­ 
joying the privilege of excavating for 
the tombs of Egyptian royalty. 
The 
government of Egypt gives him ex­ 
clusive right to work in the Valley of 
the Kings near Thebes. 
In return for hi3 expenditure of time 
and money in this fascinating pursuit 
Mr. Davis finds ample compensation in 
the pleasure of bringing to light price­ 
less relics of the early Egyptian dynas­ 
ties and of recording for circulation 
among Egyptologists the character of 
h i 3 findings. 
He is not permitted to keep the 
relics found, the Egyptian government 
lays claim to them a l l and places them 
in tho museum at Cairo, except in 
such instances as that cf the finding 
of four heads of Queen Thy, when Mr. 
Davis v/as permitted to bring one to 
America a n i give it to the Metropoli­ 
tan museum. 


A 3 s e e n a s a tomb 13 discovered the 
Egyptian government takes possession 
of it, posting guards to prevent the 
workmen carrying away any cf its con­ 
tents. This i3 a necessary precaution, 
as otherwise the‘men would carry off 
much of value. 
Mr. Davis employes about 150t men, 
under a competent superintendent aud 
several bosses. All are natives. 
The process cf finding a tomb is 
something like mining. It is necessary 
to prospect for them. 
Knowledge of 


t h e configuration of the land and cf 


t h e habits of the a n c i e n t 
E g y p t i a n s 
are necessary a t the s t a r t . 
T h e find­ 
ing cf ens tomb often leads to the dis­ 
covery of another n e a r it. 
“The only way to find a tomb is to 
dig for it,” said Mr. Davi3. “Like the 
miner, one must take his chance of 
finding anything. Thus far I have been 
fortunate in uncovering a tomb each 
year; still, one might dig an entire 
season and find nothing to reward him 
for his work. 
4 Thu3 far I have discovered the 
tomb3 cf Thctmes IV., Uaa and Tuaa, j 
the parents cf Queen Thy, Siphan, and J 
last, that of Queen Thy. 
The latter 
name is spelled in almost any manner 
that happens to suit the convenience 
of the writer, as Teye, Teia, Tii and 
Thy. I prefer the latter spelling, with 
the ‘h’ hard, the sound being ty-e. 
“These tombs are cut in solid rock, 
on hill sides, and the sands of ages 
have drifted firmly over them. 
They 
ars the resting places cf monarchs 
who reigned in Egypt when Thebes 
^was the capital, in the eighteenth, 
nineteenth and twentieth centuries, 
and ending about 1,0)0 years before 
Christ.” 
Associated with Mr. Davis in some 
of his work last season, as a friend 
and a student of Egyptian art, was Jo­ 
seph Lindon Smith, the Boston artist. 


“CRADLE” OF ANTH RACITE COAL. 


Centennial of First Burning of tho 
Fuel Being Celebrated. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa.—This city is cele­ 
brating the centennial of the first 
burning of anthracite coal in a grate, 
the experiment having been tried here 
from which grew the mammoth cold 
business of today, 
which 
employs 
180,000 men and boys, produces 80,- 
000,000 tons of coal every year and 
adds $320,OOO,ODO tq the wealth of the 
country. 
It is just IOO years ago that Judge 
Jesse Fell successfully burned anthra­ 
cite, or stone coal, as it was then 


in Taproom of Fell Tavern at 
Wilkesbarre, Pa. 


called, for the first time in an open 
grate. 
The experiment was in the 
big taproom of the old Fell tavern, 
and this room and the grate are still 
preserved, although the old tavern has 
long 
since 
disappeared. 
The room 
was kept intact and the present build­ 
ing, a hotel, was erected around it. 
Coal had 
been discovered 
many 
years before Judge Fell’s experiment, 
but had not been put to practical use 
except by a few blacksmiths, who had 
burned it in their forges, where, under 
a strong draft, it had ignited and 
made a hot fire. 
No one thought of 
using it for household purposes, how­ 
ever, until Judge Fell began to think 
that if a fire such as he had seen in 
some forges could be produced from 
it, it would be of exceedingly great 
value in the household. 
He set to 
work, and 
although 
scoffed at by 
many friends he had built into the 
old fireplace in the big taproom two 
side walls of brick, and at the bot­ 
tom and front of the open box he 
formed in the center he put fiat strips 
o f iron, forming grate bars. 
It was a wintry night when Judge 
Fell filled up the grate with wood, got 
it well ablaze upon\ a foundation of 
red hot embers, and then placed the 
coal upon it. 
While the interested 
and scoffing crowd of town notables 
watched, they saw that without any 
aid in the form of an artificial draft 
the coal soon ignited, and in a little 
while was soon red hot and giving 
forth a steady, lasting heat they never 
obtained from wood. 
In this manner the real usefulness 
of anthracite coal 
was 
established. 
The business grew very slowly, how­ 
ever, and it was not until eight years 
later that 
shipments of hard 
coal 
reached 1,000 tons. 


PURDY TO BECOME A JUDGE. 


“Chief Trust Buster” to Retire from 
Department of Justice. 


Washington.—Milton D. Purdy, as­ 
sistant to the attorney general, “chief 
trust buster” and originator of the re­ 
ceivership innovation in trust prosecu­ 
tion, will shortly retire from the de­ 
partment of justice. 
It is understood Purdy’s resignation 


was accepted with reluctance, to take 
effect within 60 days. 
Purdy is said to be slated for a cir­ 
cuit judgeship in the Eighth circuit, 
as he is a Minneapolis man and is 
known to have an ambition to sit in 
that court in his home state.

His Long and Hard Struggle for Rec­ 
ognition— Now Regarded as First 
in Ranks of 
English 
0 
Novelists. 


London.—George 
Meredith, whose 
eightieth birthday was celebrated the 
other day by the pouring forth of glow­ 
ing tributes to his genius by the entire 
British press, has been hailed as “The 
Master” for many years by the Eng­ 
lish critics and by English writers. 
“The king of us all,” he was termed 
by Robert Louis Stevenson, who was 
one of the most enthusiastic admirers 
of Meredith’s genius. 
It wras Steven­ 
son, too, who used to speak of “Rhoda 
Fleming" as “the strongest thing in 
English literature since Shakespeare,” 
adding quaintly that if Shakespeare 
could have read the work he would 
have jumped and cried: “Here’s a 
fellow.” 
i 
Despite all the acclaim, both from a 
large part of the public and from vir­ 
tually the entire literary world, with 
which he is now greeted, it has been 
only during the last 23 years that 
Meredith has come into his ow’n. Not 
until 1S85, when "Diana of the Cross­ 
ways appeared and when the novelist 
was 57 years old, did Meredith obtain 
general recognition. 
“No wan,” one 
of Balzac’s biographers has 
written, 
“ever battered more furiously at the 
gates of fame with masterpiece after 
masterpiece and no man ever saw 
those gates yield more slowly inch by 
inch.” 
If those words were true of 
Balzac, they are infinitely more true

of. Meredith. 
The English 
novelist 
did not begin to attain fame, in the 
general sense, until he was almost as 
old as Balzac was w’hen he died, fa­ 
mous for years. 
George Eliot and Swinburne, Brown­ 
ing and Tennyson, might write 
ani 
speak in praise of Meredith 
during 
those long years of obscurity, bat they 
could not force the public to take 
Meredith to its heart. 
Even 
to-day 
Meredith is not a “popular novelist.” 
But his genius is recognized, his place 
is assured, and he stands in the very 
forefront of men of letters who write 
in the English language. 
And Meredith, in the opinion of the 
critics, has b o t h w h a t he is because 
he remained true to himself. 
No lit­ 
erary drudgery for bread, no writing 
out of his heart, in b o o k after book 
which failed to bring him fame, no 
repetition 
of 
disappointment 
ever 
made Meredith weaken one jot in hold­ 
ing to ideas and ideals which 
his 
genius told him were the true ones. 
By sheer strength and persistence, 
little less, perhaps, than by his brains, 
he has made the world crown him 
with the laurel. 
Aa long ago as 1862 
Swinburne 
spoke of Meredith as “one of the lead­ 
ers of English literature.” 
By 
this 
date Meredith had printed two vol­ 
umes of poems and 
several novels, 
among them “The Ordeal'of Richard 
Leverel,” now ranked as one of the 
best of the author’s works. 
It 
was 
as a poet, indeed, that Meredith first 
began to write. 
In 1851 he published “Poems,” and 
from then, throughout his active lit­ 
erary life, he has published books of 
poems every few years. 
But, while 
his 
verse has many admirers, his 
fame must rest on his work as 
a 
writer of prose. 
One of the difficulties in the road 
of Meredith’s becoming a “popular” 
novelist has been his style. 
Critics 
have been attacking for years 
hi3 
mode of expressing many 
of 
his 
thoughts. 
His style has been con­ 
demned and has been ridiculed, but 
Meredith has given no heed to his 
critics, and, as the years have come 
and gone, has become' more Mere- 
dithian, if possible, in his language, 
than before. 
“Too involved, too ob­ 
scure, too incumbered with verbiage, 
badly constructed”—such have been 
some of the high literary crimes and 
misdemeanors charged against 
the 
Meredith style. 
His style as to ob­ 
scurity has even been compared 
to 
tta t of Carlyle. 
But the novelist has 
remained impervious to these shafts. 
Meredith was bom on February 12, 
1828, in Hampshire. He was educated 
partly in Germany, and then read for 
the bar. 
He soon turned, however, 
from the law to literature. 
Per­ 
sonally Meredith has 
a 
legion 
of 
friends. 
He is described 
as 
hand­ 
some, courteous and polished, while 
he is declared one of the best conver­ 
sationalists in England.

And when one considers that the 
horse attached to her conveyance is 
quite a3 out-of-date as the chariot, the 
aged lady’s pluck seems greater than 
ever. 
Still, noblesse oblige, and true to the 
traditions of her erstwhile grandeur, 
the aged dame sallies forth in all the 
pride, pomp, and circumstance of her 
crazy carriage, and will no doubt con­ 
tinue to do so until death claims either 
her or her ancient horse. 


Trick of the Chinaman.

PRACTICED IN 500 B. C. 


Greek Patients Treated 2,400 Years 
Ago Much aa They Would Be in 
a 
Modern 
Hospital — Ruins 
Recently Unearthed. 


New York.—The most famous of the 
ancient Greek health temples and the 
last whose ruins have been brought 
into view is on the Island of Cos in the 
yEgean sea, not far from the south­ 
west corner of Asia Minor. 
There were larger health temples 
than that of Cos, but the newly discov­ 
ered temple is the most celebrated of 
them all, because it was there that 
Hippocrates, the Father of Medicine, 
studied and practiced the art of heal­ 
ing and wrote some of the books that 
have come down to us, It was there 
that he freed medicine from seme of 
the ancient superstitions and that his 
powers of observation and scientific 
insight led him to discoveries of new 
truth that were a blessing to the 
Greeks for centuries after his death. 
This forerunner of the modern hos­ 
pital was built about 2,400 years ago. 
The place where iUetood had been so 
changed by earthquakes and the rav­ 
ages of time and men that it was not 
identified as the site 
of the health 
temple of Hippocrates till three years 
ago. 
'Then two British architects began 
digging and found inscriptions proving 
that on this spot the long-lost temple 
stood. 
Excavations 
were 
rapidly 
pushed and the foundations and ruined 
buildings, now revealed, were found 
to cover an area of 590 feet from north 
to south and 423 feet from east to 
west. 
So much has been found that it is 
not difficult to make a mental picture 
of the ensemble of the beautiful build­ 
ings that stood here over 2,000 years

ago. A picture of the health temple, 
undoubtedly giving a fair idea of it. is 
reproduced here from the Proceedings 
of the Royal 
institution 
of 
Great 
Britain. 
The site, two miles from the sea, i3 
very beautiful. Mountains rise on two 
sides of it and it is fronted by the 
turquoise JEgean dotted with islands. 
The buildings were grouped on three 
terraces. 
In front is the three-sided portico 
and its buildings where patients were 
received and where the consultation 
and operating rooms and baths were 
situated. 
It was here that Hippoc­ 
rates wrote his notes on many impor­ 
tant cases. 
The baths were numerous because 
he was a great believer in the re­ 
medial uses of water. It is supposed 
that the medical school also occupied 
some of the front buildings. 
A flight of stairs 
in the middle 
ground leads to the second terrace, 
and here was the great altar, from 
which smoke may be seen arising in 
the picture, and the gymnasium, for 
Hippocrates prescribed a great deal 
of exercise in suitable cases. On this 
terrace have been unearthed many 
wall slabs inscribed with wise max­ 
ims in regard to health that have come 
down to us in the writings of Hippoc­ 
rates. 
Reached by the broad stairs ascend­ 
ing to the third terrace is the restora­ 
tion of the beautiful temple of Apol­ 
lo. 
The temples of all the greater 
gods exactly faced the east, and this is 
the only building in the sanitarium 
that had precisely that orientation. 
Ti;e priests of Apollo here were 
trained to the care of the sick, and so 
their religious ceremonies occupied 
only a part of their time. In the build­ 
ings that surround the terrace on three 
sides were the sleeping apartments of 
the patients. 
Thus it is seen that 2,400 years ago 
the sick in this hospital were sur­ 
rounded by many of the advantages 
which to-day are regarded as helpful 
to invalids. They were nursed back to 
health in a lovely environment, for 
here was the charm 
of 
mountains, 
plain and sea—a place of rest, peace 
and beauty. 
There was the daily routine of treat­ 
ment by baths, exercise, massage, a 
regulated diet and medicines of vege­ 
table origin, which usage 
had 
ap­ 
proved, and there were hours of sitting 
out in the sunlight in that pure moun­ 
tain air, and to divert attention from 
human Bls there were processions of 
white-robed , priests and priestesses, 
with music of flute and cithara and 
the singing of paens. 
Here Hippocrates won his undying 
fame by his devotion and lifelong la­ 
bors to help the sick and mained, to 
lessen suffering of all kinds and to re­ 
cord' his experiences and discoveries 
for the benefit of future generations. 
He placed curative methods upon a 
basis.

Mr. Davis has spent his winters for 


the past five years ia conducting exca 
vatioai among-the tombs of th.e kings 
near Thebas, irv Egypt. His .summers 
are spent at hts villa in Newport, the 
Reef.

Here an interviewer found him nol 


Ions a?y>. He was then preparing for 
his annual trip to Egypt, to which he 
is now en rente, to begin his sixth sea- 
coa of research. 


la a drawia.5 room' cabinet In Mr. 


Davis' house was an, exquisite Egyptian 
relic, an alabaster hsaJ of one of the 
ancient qaeens of Egypt, which formed 


-* p^rt of hl3 treasure trov.e last saasoa. 


Befcro aaiHng for Europe, on his 


way to Egypt, Mr. Davis sent this 
.treasure to the Metropolitan, museum 
of art ia New York, where it is now on 
exhibition. 


The head is that of Queen Thy, and 


la one of the four that were fcund in 
.her tomb. 
It represents the art of 


E'gypt 3,700 years ago, and is one of 
the rarest specimens of Us kisd ever 
found. 
The heads formed the orna- 


mentation cf four canopic jars found 
ta the tomb. Although the tomb c! 
Queen Thy contained no jewelry, the 
finding of these four heads was ecu 


Bidered' sufficient reward for an, entire 
winter's search. 


Mr. Davis is the only American en- 


Joying the privilege of excavating for 
the tombs of Egyptian royalty. The 
government of Egypt gives him ex- 
clusive right to work in the Valley of 
the Kings near Thebes. 


In return for hi3 expenditure of time 


and money in this fascinating pursuit 
Mr. Davis finds ample compensation in 
the pleasure of bringing to light price- 


x less relics of the early Egyptian dynas- 


ties and of rocordmg for circulation 
among-Egyptologists the character of 
his findings. 


He Is not permitted to keep the 


relics found, the Egyptian government 
lays claim to them all and places them 
in tho museum at Cairo, except. in 
such instances as that cf the finding 
of four heads of Queen Thy, when Mr. 
Davis was permitted to bring one to 
America ani give it to tha Metropoli- 
tan inu33um. 


As soon as a tcmb is discovered the 


Egyptian government takes possession 
of it, posting guards to prevent the 
workmen carrying away any cf its con- 
teats. This is a necessary precaution, 
as otherwise the'men would carry off 
much of value. 


Mr. Davis employes about 150, men, 


under a competent superintendent and 
several bosses. All are natives.; 


The process of finding a tomb ia 


somothins like mining. It ia necessary 
<o prospect for them. Knowledge of 
ths configuration of the land and of 
the habits of the ancient Egyptians 
ara necessary at the start. TEe flad- 
ing cf one tomb cftea leaJs to the dis- 
covary of another near it. " 


"Th3 only way to fiacl a tomb la to 


dig fcr it," sa'.d Mr. Davi3. "Lika the 
miner, one mast tales his chaucc of 
find:cj-anything. Thus far I have bsen 
fortur.ate in uncovering a tomb oach 
year; s'lil. one mlsht dig an entire 
se-acn and find "nothing td reward him' 
fcr his work. 


"Thus f*r I havo discovered the 


tomba of Thotnics IV., Uaa and Tuaa, 
the paraats cf Queen Thy, Slphaa, and 
last, that of Qusea Tliy. The latter 
name is spelled In almost any manner 
that happens ,tp suit th9 convenience 
of the writer,- a* Teye, Teta, Til and 
Thy. I prefer the latter spelling, with 
the 'h' hard, the sound bsin^ ty-e. 


"These tombs are cut in solid vock, 


oa bill aides, and the sands of ages 
have drifted firmly over them. They 
are the resting places cf mona-.-chs 
who ceigned In Egypt when Thebes 


•* wu the capital. In the eighteenth, 
'nineteenth and'twentieth centuries, 
*nd ending 'about 1,0)0 years b afore 
CnMst." 


Associated with Mr. Davis ia some 


of Bis work last season, as a friend 
and a studant of Egyptian art. was Jo- 
seph. Lindpn Smith, the Boston artist.

180,000 men and 'boys, produces 80,- 
000.000- tons of 'coal every year 'and 
adds »320,000,0t)0 ,t? the wealth, of the 
country. 


It is just, 100 years ago that Judse 


.lease Fell successfully burned anthra- 
cite, or atone coal, as It was then 


Grate in Taproom of Fell Tavern at 


Wilkesbarre, Pa. 


called, for the first time In an open 
grate.: The experiment" was In the 
big taproom of the old' Fell tavern, 
and this room and the grate are still 
preserved, although the old tavern haa 
long since disappeared. :The room 
was kept intact' and the present build- 
ing, a hotel, was erected around it. 


Coal had 
been discoTered 
many 


yearg before Judge Fell's experiment, 
but had not been put to practical use 
except by a tew blacksmiths, who had 
burned it in their forges, where, under 
a strong draft, it had ignited and 
made a hot fire. No one thought- of 
using it for household purposes, how- 
ever, until Judge Fell, began to think 
that if a fire, such as he had seen In 
some forges could be produced front 
It, it would be of exceedingly great 
value in the household. He set to 
work, and 
although 
scoffed at by 


many friends he had built Into the 
old fireplace, in the big taproom two 
side .walls of brick, and at the bot- 
tom ' and front of the open box he 
formed in the center he put flat strips 
of iron, forming grate bars. 


It was a wintry night when Judge 


Fell filled up the grate with wood, got 
it well ablaze upony a foundation of 
red hot embers, and then placed the 
coal upon it. 
While the interested 


and scoffing crowd of town notables 
watched, they saw that without any 
aid in the form of an artificial draft 
the coal soon ignited, and in- a little 
while was soon red hot and giving 
forth a steady, lasting heat (hey never 
obtained from wood. 


In this manner the real usefulness 


of anthracite coal was established. 
Th"e business grew very slowly, how- 
ever, and it was not until eight years 
later that 
shipments of hard 
coal 


reached 1,000 tons.

. BBATES EIGHTIETH BIRTHDAY. 


Hi* Long and Hard Struggle for Rec- 


ognition—Now Regarded a* Ffnt 


In Rank* of English 


Novellite. 


London.—George Meredith, whose 


eightieth birthday was celebrated the 
other day by the pouring forth of glow- 
ins tributes to bla genius by the entire 
British press, has been hailed as ''The 
Master" for many years by the Eng- 
lish critics and by English writers, 
"The, king of us.all," he was "termed 
by Robert Louis 'Stevenson, -who -was 
one of the most enthusiastic admirers 
of Meredijh's genius.7 It was Steven 
BOD, too, who used to speak of."Rhoda 
Fleming" as "the: strongest thing in 
English literature-since Shakespeare, 
adding quaintly-that if 
Shakespeare 


could have read the-work he would 
have Jumped and cried: ""Hete's a 
fellow." 


Despite all the- acclaim; both from -a 


large part of the public and from' vir- 
tually the entire literary world, with 
which he is now greeted, It has bsen 
only during the last 23 years that 
Meredith has come into his own. Not 
until 1S86, when "Diana of the Cross- 
waxs" appeared and' when the novelist 
was 57 years old'.^dld Meredith obtain 
general recognition. 
"No'-ritoan," one 


of Balzac's biographers has written, 
"ever battered more furiously at the 
gates'of fame with masterpiece after 
masterpiece, and no man ever -saw 
those gates yield more slowly inch by 
inch." 
If those words were true of 


Balzac,: they are infinitely more true

of. Meredith. 
The English novelist 


did not begin to attain fame, In the 
general sense, jmtil he was almost AS 
old as Bate c was when he di«d, fa- 
moila for years. 


George Elfot and Swinburne, Brown- 


ing and Tennyson, might write and 
speak in praise of Meredith during 
those long years of obscurity, but they 
could cot force the public to tafca 
Meredith tp its heart. 
Even to-day 


Meredith is not a "popular novelist." 
But his genius .is recognized, his place 
is assured, and he stands in the very. 
forefront of men of letters who write 
In the English language. 


And Meredith, In the opinion of the 


critics, has both what he is becaus 
he-remained true to himself. 
No lit- 


erary drudgery for bread, no wdting 
out of his "heart . in book after book 
which failed to bring him fame, ho 
repetition 
of 
disappointment ever 


made Meredith weaken one jot in hold- 
ing to lisas and ideals which bis 
genius told him were- the true ones. 
By sheer' strength and persistence, 
little less, perhaps, than by his brains, 
be has- made the world crown him 
with the laurel. 


As long ago aa 1862 Swinburne 


spoke of. Meredith as "one of the lead- 
ers of English literature." 
By "this" 


date Meredith had" printed two vol- 
umes of poems and 
several novels, 


ambus them "The Ordeal 'of Richard 
Leverei," now ranked 'as one of the 
best of the author's worrlks. 
It 
was 


as a poet, Indeed, that Meredith first 
began to write. 


In 1851 he published "Poems," and 


from then, ^throughout his active lit- 
erary life,, he has published books of 
poems, every few years. 
But, while 


bis verse has many admirers, his. 
fame must Test on .his work aa a 
writer of prose. 


One of the difficulties in the road 


jf Meredith's becoming a;- "popular" 
novelist has been his style. 
Critics 


have been attacking for years 
his 


mode of expressing; many ' of 
his 


thoughts. 
His style has been con- 


demned and -has been ridiculed, but 
Meredith has given no heed to his 
critiCBr and, as the years have come 
and gone, has become' more Mere- 
dlthian, if possible, in his language, 
than before. 
"Too Involved,, too ob- 


•cure, too incumbared with verbiage, 
badly constructed"— such have been 
some of the high literary crimes and 
misdemeanors charged against the 
Meredith style. HI* style as to 
ob- 


scurity has even been compared 
to 
ttet of Ctt&Ie. But the novelist baa 
ramaiSed impervious ^p these shafts, 


Meredith was born on February 12, 
28, in Hampshire. He was educated 


partly In Germany, and then read "for 
tie bar.

from the -law to literature.

•oaally Meredith has a legion of 
friends.

TEMPLE WHERE 
HIPPOCRATES 


PRACTICED IN 500 B. C. 


Greek Patient* Treated ,8,400 Yean 


Ago Much a* They Would Be In 


a 
Modern, Hospital — Ruin* 


Recently' Unearthed; 


New York.—-The most famous of the 


ancient Greek health temples and the 
last whose ruins have been brought, 
into view is on the Island of Cos in the 
yEgean sea, not far from the south- 
west corner of Asia Minor. 


There were larger health temples 


than that of Cos, but the newly discov- 
ered temple- 4s the most celebrated of 
them all, because it was ^therev that 
Hippocrates, the Father of Medicine, 
studied and practiced the art of heal- 
ing and wrote some of the books that 
have; come down to 'us. : It was there 
that he freed medicine from some of 
the ancient' superstitions and that his 
powers of observation and scientific 
insight led him to discoveries of new 
truth that were a blessing to., the- 
Greeks for centuries after his death. 


This forerunner of the modern hos- 


pital was built about 2,400 years ago. 
The place where iUetood had been so 
changed by earthquakes' and the ray- 
ages of time^and men that it was not 
identified as the site 
of .the health 


temple of Hippocrates till three years 
ago. 


~-Then two- British architects began 
digging and'found inscriptions proving 
that, on this spot the long-lost temple 
stood. 
Excavations 
were 
rapidly 


pushed and the foundations and ruined 
buildings, now revealed, were found 
to cover an area of "690 feet from north 
to south and 423 feet from east to 
west. 


So much has been found that it is 


not difficult to make a mental picture 
of the ensemble of the beautiful build- 
ings that stood here over 2,000 years

ago. A picture of the health temple, 
undoubtedly giving a fair idea of it, is 
reproduced here from the Proceedings 
of the' Royal institution of 
Great 
Britain.' 


The site, two miles fronrthe sea. Is 


very beautiful. Mountains rise on two 
aides of it and it is fronted by the 
turquoise /Egean dotted with Islands. 
The buildings were grouped on three 
terraces. 


In front Is the three-sided portico 


and its buildings where patient's were 
received and where the consultation 
and operating rooms and baths were 
situated. 
It was here that Hippoc- 


rates 'wrote his notes on many impor- 
tant cases. - 


The baths were, numerous because 


he was a great believer In the re- 
medial uses of water. It is supposed 
that the medical school also occupied 
some of the front buildings. 


! A flight 
of stairs in 
the • middle 


ground leads to the second terrace, 
and here was the great altar, from 
which smoke may be seen arising in 
the picture, and the gymnasium, for 
Hippocrates prescribed a great deal 
of exercise in suitable cases. On this 
terrace have been unearthed many 
wall slabs Inscribed with wise max- 
ims in regard to health that have come 
down to us in the writings of Hippoc- 
rates. 


Reached by the broad stairs ascend- 


ing to the third terrace Is the restora- 
tion of the beautiful temple of Apol- 
lo. 
The temples of all the greater 


gods exactly faced the east, and this is 
the -only building in the sanitarium 
that had precisely that orientation. 


The priests of Apollo here were 


trained to the care of the sick, and so 
their religious ceremonies occupied 
oaly a part of their time. In the build- 
ings that surround the terrace on three 
sides were tlje sleeping apartments of 
the-patients." 


Thus It is seen that 2,400 years ago 


the sick in this hospital were sur- 
roundedby: many of the advantages 
which to-day are regarded as helpful 
to invalids. They were nursed back to 
health In a loyejy environment, for 
here was the charm 
of 
mountains, 


plain and sea—a place of rest, peace 
anJ beauty. 


There was the dally routine of treat- 


ment by baths, exercise, massage, a 
regnlated diot and medicines of vege- 
table orl&ln, which' usage 
had ap- 


proved, tad there were hours of sitting 
out in 'the sunlight in: that pure moun- 
tain air, and to divert attention tram 
human ills there were proeeulani et 
white-robed ,e»le«t» and prtesUssaen, 
with music ef flute and clthara and 
the singing of paea*. 


Here Hippocrates won hie undying 


fame by his devotion and lifelong la- 
bor* to "help the «lck and raalned, to 
lessen suffering of all kind* and to re- 
cord" hl» experience* and dlxxiveriM 
for the benettr of future veneration*. 
Ho placed curative methods upon • 
IMW ba»i*.

He v/as then preparing for 
his annual trip to Egypt, to which he 
is now en route, to begin his sixth sea- 
coa of research. 


la a dra-win.5 room'. cabinet in Mr. 


Davl3'.-hou3c'wa3 an, exauisiteEgyptian 
relic, an alabaster hsaJ of one of the 
ancient queens of Egypt, which formed 


-* p^rt of hl3 treasure trov.e last season. 


Befcro sailing for. Europe, on his 


way to Egypt, Mr. Davte sent this 
.treasure to the Metropolitan museum 
of art in New York, where it is now on 
exhibition. 


The head la that of Quesn Thy, and 


la one of the four that were found in 
.her tomb. It represents the art of 
Egypt 3,700 years ago, and. is one of 
the rarest specimens of its kisd ever 
Cound. The. fcaada formed the orna- 
mentation of jour canoplc jars found 
in the tomb. 
Although the tomb of 


Queen Thy contained no jewelry, the 
finding of these four heads was con 


Bidered' sufficient reward for ao> entire 
winter's search. 


Mr. Davis is the only American en- 


joying the privilege of excavating for 
the tombs of Egyptian royalty. The 
government of Egypt gives him ex- 
clusive right to work in the Valley of 
the Kings near Thebes. 


In return for his expenditure of time 


and money in this fascinating pursuit 
Mr. Davis finds ample compensation in 
the pleasure of bringing to light price- 


x less relics of the early Egyptian dynas- 


ties and of rocording for circulation 
among-Egyptologists the character of 
his findings. 


He is not permitted to keep the 


relics found, the Egyptian government 
lays claim to them all and places them 
in tho museum at Cairo, except. in 
such instances as that of the finding 
of four heads of Queen Thy, when Mr. 
Davis was permitted to bring one to 
America ani give it to tas Metropoli- 
tan inuS3um. 


As soon as a tcmb 13 discovered the 


Egyptian government takes possession 
of it, posting guards to prevent the 
workmen carrying away any of its con- 
teats. This is a necessary precaution, 
as otherwise the'men would carry off 
much of value. 


Mr. Davis employes about 150, men, 


under a competent superintendent aud 
several bosses. All are natives. 


The process of finding a tomb, is 


something like mining. It is necessary 
<o prospect for them. Knowledge of 
ths configuration of the land and of 
the habits of the ancient Egyptians 
ara necessary at the start. TEe find- 
ing of one tomb often IcaJs to the dis- 
co-vary oi another near it. ' 


"Th3 only way to find a tomb is to 


dig fcr it," sa'.d Mr. Davis. "Lika the 
miner, one must talcs his chance of 
find:ng_anythins. Tbus far I liave been 
fortunate In uncovering a tomb oach 
year; s'lil. one misht dig an entire 
s9£3cn and find "nothing td reward him' 
fcr his vcrit. 


"Thus fur I havo discovered the 


tombs of Thotnics IV., Uaa and Tuaa, 
the parents cf Queen Thy, Slphaa, and 
last, that of Qusea Tliy. The latter 
name Is"spoiled. In almost any manner 
that happens ,tp suit the convenience 
of the writer,- as Teye, Teta, Til and 
Thy. I prefer the latter spelling, with 
the 'h' hard, the sound being ty-e. 


"These tombs are cut in solid vock, 


oa bill sides, and the sands of ages 
have drifted firmly over them. They 
are the resting p'.aces cf mona-.-chs 
who ceigned In Egypt when Thebes 


N wu the capital. In the eighteenth, 
'nineteenth and twentieth centuries, 
*nd ending 'about 1,0)0 years bat ore 
ChMBt."

Fell filled up the grate with wood, got 
it well ablaze upony a foundation of 
red hot embers, and then placed the 
coal upon it. 
While the interested

aid in the form of an artificial draft 
the coal soon ignited, and in- a little 
while was soon red hot and giving 
forth a steady, lasting heat (hey never 
obtained from wood.

Hie Long and Hard. Struggle for Rec- 


ognition—Now Regarded as First 


In Ranks of English 


Novelists. 


London.—George Meredith, whose 


eightieth birthday was celebrated the 
other day by the pouring forth of glow- 
ing tributes to his genius by the entire 
British press, has been hailed as ''The 
Master" for many years by the Eng- 
lish critics and by English writers 
"The, king of us a!l," he was "termed 
by Robert Louis Stevenson, -who -was 
one of the most enthusiastic admirers 
of Meredith's genius.7 It.was Steven- 
son, too, who used to speak of."Rhoda 
Fleming" as "the: strongest thing in 
English literature-since Shakespeare 
adding quaintly-that if 
Shakespeare 


could have read the-work he would 
have Jumped and cried: "Hete's a 
fellow." 


Despite all the- acclaim; both from a 


large part of the public and from' vir- 
tually the entire literary world, with 
which he is now greeted, It has-been 
only during the last 23 "years that 
Meredith has come into his own. Not 
until 1S86, when "Diana of the Cross 
ways" appeared and when the novelist 
was 57 years old, did Meredith obtain 
general:' recognition. 
"N6':*inan," one 


of Balzac's biographers has written, 
"ever battered more furiously at the 
gates of fame with masterpiece after 
masterpiece, and no man ever -saw 
those gates yield more slowly inch by 
Inch." 
If those words were true of 


Balzac, they are infinitely more true

of.Meredith. 
The English novelist 


did not begia to attain fame, in the 
general sense, until he was almost AS 
6Jd--as.'-Balzac was when he died, fa- 


bjia for years. 
tteorge Eliot and Swinburne, Brown- 


Ing and Tennyson, might write and 
speak In praise of Meredith during 
those long years of obscurity, but they 
could not' force the public to take 
Meredith tp its heart. 
Even to-day 


Meredith is not a "popular novelist." 
But his genius .is recognized, his place 
is assured, and he stands in the very- 
forefront of men of letters who write 
in the.English language. 


And Meredith, In the opinion of the 


critics, has both what he is because 
he-remained true to himself. 
No lit- 


erary drudgery for bread, no wdting 
out of his "heart. in book after book 
which failed to bring him fame, no 
repetition 
of 
disappointment ever 


made Meredith-weaken one jot in hold- 
ing to idsas and ideals which 
his 


genius told him were the true ones. 
By sheer' strength and persistence, 
little less, perhaps, than by his brains, 
he has- made the world crown him 
with the laurel.

Aa long ago as 1862 Swinburne 


spoke of Meredith as "one of the lead- 
ers of English literature." 
By 'this 


date Meredith had" printed two vol- 
umes of poems and several novels, 
among them "The Ordeal'of Richard 
Levqrei." now • ranked as one of the 
best of the author's works. 
It was 


as a poet, Indeed, that Meredith first 
began to write. 


In 1851 he published "Poems," and 


from then, ^throughout his active lit- 
erary life,, he has published books of 
poems every few years! 
But, while 


his 
verse has many admirers, his 


fame must -rest on his work as 
a 


writer of prose. 


One of the difficulties in the road 


of Meredith's becoming, a;* "popular" 
novelist has been his style. 
Critics 


have been attacking for years 
.his 


mode of expressing^ many 
of 
his 


thoughts. 
His style has been con- 


demned and has been ridiculed, but 
Meredith has given. no heed to his 
crttlcsr and, as the years have come 
and gone, has become' more Mere- 
dlthian, if possible, in his language, 
than before. 
"Too Involved,...too o'o- 


scure, too Ihcumbared with verbiage, 
badly constructed"—such have been 
some of the high literary crimes and 
misdemeanors charged against the

Meredith was born on February 12, 
3S, In Hampshire.

PRACTICED IN 500 B. C, 


Greek Patienta Treated ,2,400 Yean 


Ago Much at They Would Be In 


a Modern. Hospital — Ruin* 


Recently' Unearthed; 


New York.—-The most famous of the 


ancient Greek health temples and the 
last whose rutns have been brought, 
into view Is on the Island of Cos in the 
/Egean sea, not far from the south- 
west corner of Asia Minor. 


There were larger health temples 


than that of Cos, but the newly discov- 
ered temple- 4s the moat celebrated of 
them all, because it was ^theres that 
Hippocrates, the Father of Medicine, 
studied and practiced the art of heal- 
ing and wrote some of the books that 
have; come down to 'us. : It was there 
.that he freed medicine from some of 
the ancient' superstitions and that his 
powers of observation and scientific 
insight led him to discoveries of new 
truth that were a blessing to., the- 
Greeks for centuries after his death. 


This forerunner of the modern hos- 


pital was built about 2,400 years ago. 
The place where iUetood had. been so 
changed by earthquakes' and the ray- 
ages of time^and men that it was not 
identified as the site 
of .the health 


temple of Hippocrates till three years 
ago. 


-Then two- British architects began 
digging and'found inscriptions proving 
that, on this spot the long-lost temple 
stood. 
Excavations 
were 
rapidly 


pushed and the foundations and ruined 
buildings, now revealed, were found 
to cover an area of"690 feet from north 
to south and 423 leet from east to 
west. 


So much has been found that it is 


not difficult to make a mental picture 
of the ensemble of the beautiful build- 
ings that stood here over 2,000 years 


Sanitarium Where Hippocrates Prac- 


ticed 24 Centuries Ago. 


ago. A picture of the health temple, 
undoubtedly giving a fair idea of it, is 
reproduced here from the Proceedings 
of the' Royal institution of 
Great 
Britain.' 


The site, two miles fronrthe sea, is 


very beautiful. Mountains rise on two 
sides of it and it is fronted by the 
turquoise /Egean dotted with Islands. 
The buildings were grouped on three 
terraces. 


In front Is the three-sided portico 


and its buildings where patients were 
received and where the consultation 
and operating rooms and baths were 
situated. 
It was here that Hippoc- 


rates 'wrote his notes on many impor- 
tant cases. - 


The baths were, numerous because 


he was a great believer In the re- 
medial uses of water. It is supposed 
.that the medical school also occupied 
some of the front buildings. 


: A flight of stairs in the middle 


ground leads to the second terrace, 
and here was the great altar, from 
which smoke may be seen arising in 
the picture, and the gymnasium, for 
Hippocrates prescribed a great deal 
of exercise in S'uitable cases. On this 
terrace have been unearthed many 
wall slabs Inscribed with wise max- 
ims to regard to health that have come 
down to us in the writings of Hippoc- 
rates. 


Reached by the broad stairs ascend- 


ing to the third terrace is the restora- 
tion ol the beautiful temple of Apol- 
lo. 
The temples of all the greater 


gods exactly faced the east, and this Is 
the -only building in the sanitarium 
that had precisely that orientation. 


The priests of Apollo here were 


trained to the care of the sick, and so 
their religious ceremonies occupied 
oaly a part of their time. In the build- 
ings that surround the terrace on three 
sides were the sleeping apartments of 
the-patients." 
.' Thus it is seen that 2,400 years ago 
the sick in this hospital were sur- 
rounded by: many of the advantages 
which to-day are regarded as helpful 
to Invalids. They were nursed back to 
health in a loyejy environment, for 
here was the charm 
of 
mountains, 


plain and sea—a place of rest, peace 
anJ beauty. 


There was the dally routine of treat- 


ment by baths, exercise, massage, a 
regulated diot and medicines of vege- 
table orl&ln, which ' usage 
had 
ap- 


proved, iad there were hours of sitting 
out In 'the sunlight in: that pure moun- 
tain air, and to divert attention tram 
human ills there were processions ef 
white-robed ,e»leat» and prtesUsssen, 
with music ef flute and clthara and 
the singing of paea*. 


Here Hippocrates won hie undying 


fame by his devotion and lifelong la- 
bors to'heln the sick and raalaed, to 
lessen suffering of all kind* and to re- 
cord hl» experiences and discoveries 
tor the benettr of future generations. 
He placed curative methods upon • 
MW basis. 


OLDEST HARVARD GRADUATE.

schools in the border counties which 
are attended exclusively by Mexicans. 
The teachers of these schools are Mex- 
icans and some of them have no 
knowledge of English. They conduct 
their teaching in Spanish and their 
pupils are educated In that language 
alone. 
Only little tots usually 
are 


found In these schools. The school 
buildings are small adobe structures.
